CLOTHES FOUND

Wearing Apparel Found 
in Home of Suspect Now 
Held; More Tests Will 
Be Made Today. 


Chicago, August 
university professors volunteer detec- 
tives in the search for the man who 
murdered Miss Jennie Meta Constance 
Tuesday night tonight concurred in 
the belief that blood has stained the 
clothes of John Burke, 
suspect. 

Their announcement came follow- 
ing the discovery of the origin of the 
restaurant napkin wrapped around 
ihe iron pipe with which Miss Con- 
stance had been benten io death. It 
was identified as the property of the 
North Shore hotel, an exclusive estab- 
lishinent in Evanston, near North- 
western where Miss Constance was a 
summer term student. 

Chemists Agree in Verdict. 

Dr. Gerald Wendt, of Peunsylva- 
nia State college: Dr. F. C. Whit- 
more, dean of chemistry at North- 
western, and two members of his fac- 
ulty, Professor A. J. Walcott and 
Professor Howard C, Benedict, voisn- 
teered to aid the Evanston: police in 
their search for’ the slayer. 

Tonight they were called into con- 
sultation with Coroner's Chemist W il- 
liam D. MeNally. Evanston police pro- 
duced a bundle of water-soaked cloth- 
ing they had taken from Burke's 
home. The five. immediately voiced 
the belief that blood was perceptible 
in the garments. 

Tomorrow the clothing, the napkin 
and the blood-stiffened dress in which 
Miss Constance was killed will go un- 
der microscopes in the Northwestern 
university chemistry laboratory when 
the American Chemical Society insti- 
tute is holding its meeting. Other 
chemistry experts may be called in 
to determine if Burke's clothing and 
Miss Constance’s dress are stained by 
the same blood. 2 Ws eee a 

Burke, confronted by the scientists 
report, declared only that the cltohes 
might be stained by rust. He had 
used them, he said, to stuff into a 
broken water pipe in his home. 

Previous Record. 

Advices from Milwaukee police, re- 
ceived -tonight, indicated that Burke 
has been arrested there 18 times for 
indecent exposure and. other acts be- 
fore he moved to Evanston. He was 
committed to Milwaukee county hos- 
pital for mental disease June 5, 1924, 
and escaped April 164), 1925. 

Police contend that the murder and 
subsequent attack on Miss Constance 
could only have been committed by 
a madman, 

A similar circumstance, the finding 
of a pair of glasses, was responsible 
for the apprehension of Loeb and 
Leopold, slayers of Bobby Franks. Po- 
lice declared they would question the 
porters and waiters employed in the 
hope that they can give some more

And although he was disinclined to 
discuss polities for a day, Smith was 
told by varions democratic leaders 
who swarmed close to him that he 
would carry Illinois, a hard task for 
a democrat. 

Floyd E. Thompson, democratic 
nominee for governor, was one of 
those who breather confidence. He 
impressed on Smith, during a chat 
just before the Brennan funeral, the 
importance of Illinois as an. agricul-

Washington, August 10.—(United 
News.)—For the first time in about 
20 years American bankers have de- 
clined to participate in a loan to Cen- 
tral America. It was definitely learn- 
ed at the state department today that 
negotiations for a $12,000,000 loan to 
Nicaragua, which the state depart- 
ment had tentatively approved, have 
collapsed. 

Officials here and in Managua have 
been informed by New York banking 
houses, which were asked to consider 
the loan, that they do not care to take 
part in the proposed plan to lend 
Nicaragua this sum, despite reports 
by the recently resigned American 
collector of customs for Nicaragua, 
that the republic’s finances are in 
better condition than in many years. 

New York bankers did not disclose 
their reasons for declining to handle 
pressed that their action was based 
on congressional] and other criticism 
of alleged “Wall street interference” 
in the internal affairs of Central 
America. 

It is believed the refusal of New 
York banking interests to back the 
loan were based primarily on two rea- 
sons. One was that the criticism which

4 ARE INIURED 
IN TWO CRASHES 


27 Hurt in Pittsburgh In- 
terurban Wreck and 18 
Are Victims When Fast 
Train Is Derailed. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., August 10.—())— 
Twenty-seven persons were taken to 
hospitals here tonight suffering from 
bruises and lacerations and many oth- 
ers were slightly injured in a head-on 
crash between two Pittsburgh-Wash- 
ington (Pa.) interurban trolley cars. 
None of those in hospitals was said 
to be seriously hurt. 

The cars,.heavily loaded with pas- 
sengers, came together on a small via- 


duct on the outskirts of the Pitts- 
burgh business district. Despite the 
impact, which demolished the front 
ends of the trolleys, both remained on 
the rails. Flying glass from broken 
windows struck the passengers, many 
of whom were thrown from the seats, 
and the aisles were filled with strug- 
gling men, women and children. 

Rescue work was carried on by 
policemen, passing motorists and Pitts- 
burgh Railways company employees 
from the South Hills car barn. two 
blocks from the scene of the collision. 
Nearby physicians attended many of 
the injured while others were taken 
to hospitals in commandeered auto- 
mobiles. A crowd of spectators, esti- 
mated by police at nearly 10,000, soon 
gathered at the viaducts but were held 
back by emergency squads of police. 

“There was some mistake about 
the sighals,” was the brief explana- 
tion offered by Willaim J. McCor- 
mack, superintendent of the South 
Hills car barn.

10 SMITH BANNER: 
FLAYS PRORIBITION 


Financier, Nominally Re-) 


publican, Comes Out 
Strong for Governor in 
Presidential Race. 


New York, August 10.—(4)—Pierre 
S. DuPont, chairman of the boards of 
two of the largest corporations in the 
country, and nominally a republican, 
today came out flatly in support of 
the presidential candidacy of Governor 


Smith. 

In a formal siatement issued within 
94 hours after he had been granted 
leave of absence as chairman of the 
General Motors corporation, DuPont 
said Governor Smith has the “strength 
of character to correct the evils of 
prohibition law enforcement-and make 
recommendations necessary for the so- 
lution of the liquor problem.” 

Ordinarily Republican. 

While ordinarily a republican, Du- 
Pont said, “I have always interested 
myself in the plans and policies in- 
volved and in the personality of a 
candidate more than in a name of the 
party and I believe that no intelli- 
gent voter can do otherwise. 

“The platforms of the two pre- 
dominating parties have become recon- 
ciled to a degree that makes choice 
between them difficut. Neither plat- 
form presents a stand on any impor- 
tant question differing materially from 
the position of the other.” 

Reviews Smith’s Record. 

DuPont reviewed Governor Smith’s 
political record, especially his election 
four times as chief executive of the 
state, and added: “Governor Smith 
has proved himself an able executive. 
one who can he entrusted with the 
conduct of national affairs.” 

Turning again to prohibition, Du- 
Pont continued: “The really impor- 
tant issué before the country, namely, 
that of maintaining intact_.our orig: 
inal form of government and the lib 
erties of the people, is not dealt with 
in either party platform. The issue 
has been raised by the eighteenth 
amendment to the constitution. Nine 
years of experiment have proved that 
‘prohibition’ does not prohibit, strong 
drink is still readily obtainable and 
the ill effect of its abuse remain 
with us.” 

Cites G. O. P. Laxity. 

“Governor Smith, both before and 
after his nomination, has spoken clear- 
ly in favor of modification,” DuPont 
said, adding further, “his declaration 
in favor of modification gives greater 
encouragement than does. the non- 
constructive opinion of his opponent. 

He added, “Nine years of repub- 
lican domination” have failed to cor- 
rect “killing of innocent citizens and 
of the guilty without trial, violating 
the search and seizure laws, conduct- 
ing illegal resorts, employing men to 
entice others to break the law, spend- 
ing publie money to acquire alcoholic

Mr. DuPont, also chairman of the 
board of the E. I. DuPont de Nemours 
company, is a _ personal friend and 
business associate of John J. Raskob, 
chairman of the democratic national 
committee.

Esther, 10, and Susie, 6, have been 


placed in the Denver Detention home. 
They will remain there until Mrs. 
Rael is released. Then a hearing on 
the delinguency charges will be held. 
While police realize that the ulti- 
mate decision in these cases will rest 
with the juvenile court judge, they as- 
sert it is within their jurisdiction to 
bring the charges. This they intend 
to do when they feel it is necessary 
to disrupt liquor traffic, officials de- 
clare. 
“Children are often used as a blind 
to cover an illicit trade in liquor,” 
said Sergeant Ed Young, head of the 
police dry squad. “Every possible ef-

1,200 Names Stricken; 
Approximately 40,000 
Citizens Will Be Eligible 
To Vote September 12. 


Work of purging the list of regis- 
tered voters in Fulton county is near- 
ing completion, with an estimated total 
of 40,000 who will be eligible to vote 
in the September 12 elections, it was 
announced Friday afternoon by J. C. 
Harrison, secretary of the Fulton 
county board of registrars. 

Approximately 1,200 names have 
been stricken because of death, de- 
linquency in payment of taxes or out- 
standing felony convictions. This is 
about the usual number removed every 
two years when the board meets, as 
required by law, to revise the list 
prior to general elections. 

W. M. Scott is chairman of the 
board of three, while Mr. Harrison was 
appointed by the Fulton county com- 
mission last April to supervise the 
compilation of registry lists. 

Mr. Harrison has been checking up 
on the lists to obviate duplications 
caused by voters who move and re- 


register in the new district, and’ noti- 
fying others booked as tax delinquents, 
so that any error may be corrected 
prior to the elections. 

The revised list will be complete 
about Angust 20, Mr. Harrison said.

OCMULGEE RIVER 
RISING. RAPIDLY 
CROPS DAMAGED 


Two States Report High 
Winds and Hard Rains; ° 
Six Persons Injured in 
South Carolina. 


HOUSES WRECKED 
BY SEVERE GALE 


Macon Reports 8.5 Inch 
Precipitation; Florida 
Also Reports Sections 
Are Under Water.

Six persons were injured, one se- 
riously, early last night as the tropical 
storm that for two days lashed central 
Florida swept into South Carolina, 
after holding’ south Georgia in its 
grip throughout the day. 

A small tornado preceded the storm 
in the vicinity of Augusta, Ga., wreck- 
ing small. houses, flattening trees, in- 
flicting heavy damage to growing 
crops, severing telephone, telegraph 
and electric transmission lines and 
killing much livestock. 

Winds and Rain. 

High winds, at times attaining a 
velocity of 40 miles an hour, were 
accompanied by torrential rains that 
caused washouts on highways and 
railroads. 

The injured included: Fred Chould- 
ers, 15, probably a fractured skull; 
Jasper Hartley and his wife and two 
other persons, in the vicinity of Bates- 
boro, 8. C., and a Mrs. Neville, who 
suffered a fractured arm when her 
home at Dunbarton, S. C., was wreck- 
ed, 

Flood warnings were issued for the 
Ocmulgee river at Macon last night, 
following 8.5 inches of rainfall during 
the day, establishing a new record 
for precipitation for 15 hours, the pe- 
riod which the downpour lasted. 

Ocmulgee Rising. 
Small streams throughout that sec- 
tion of the state were flooded and the 
Ocmulgee was expected to reach 14 
feet by tomorrow morning. 

Washouts along the Central of 
Georgia railway near Macon forced 
the rerouting of several trains. 

Vessels at Charleston, 8, C., sought 
the protection of Cooper river tonight, 
as a 40-mile wind lashed the harbor 
and caused high seas. Hundreds of 
persons on Sullivan’s Island and at 
Folley beach left their cottages as a 
precautionary measure, while the 
John J. Morey, scheduled to sail to- 
day, cancelled its schedule until the 
weather clears, 

A storm of marked intensity swept 
over the Augusta section. 

High winds swept the section and 
were followed by heavy rains that 
flooded highways and added to the 
damage toll of the storm. Augusta 
last night was in the full grip of the 
disturbance, with the heaviest rain of 
the year falling, and wind squalls

THE LAW AS TO CANDIDATES. 

Chairman G. E. Maddox, of the 
State democratic executive commit- 
tee, is to be warmly commended for 
his clean, convincing and decisive 
interpretation of committee “rule 
5,” as to qualification of ‘primary 
candidates. 

It was made in a letter to Chair- 
Atkinson, the Chatham 


county committee, who in turn has 


man of 
said that his committee will abide by 
the letter of the rule, which the 
chairman says is “plain’? and ap- 
plicable to all candidates, state, dis- 
trict and county. 

That paragraph from Chairman 
Maddox’s letter to Mr. Atkinson 
reads as follows: 


“I agree very thoroughly with your 
committee in its position that no per- 
son is qualified to become a candidate 
in the primary election of September 
12, unless he bona fide declares that 
he is a valid member and adherent of 
the democratic party in both state and 
national politics. The rule is plain. 
The custom of the party in the past, 
especially in state affairs, has been 
that every candidate must be quali- 
fied in accordance with this rule.” 


The chairman applies the rule as 
written to” nominees who already 
have been named in county pri- 
maries, and where any man nomi- 
nated before the national conven- 
tion of the party becomes a bolter, 
Chairman Maddox holds that it is 
the right and a duty of the county 
committees to order another pri- 
mary. 

Every county democratic commit- 
tee in Georgia should follow the 
example of Chatham, and rigidly en- 
force the law as expressed in “rule 
5.” If there are members of any 
such committees who decline to 
support the democratic nominees 
have no right to participate as a 
constituted democratic. party au- 
thority, and no candidate, who de- 
clines to support the democratic 
nominees, has a right, by law or 
personal honor, to participate in a 
democratic primary. 

This ruling of Chairman Maddox 
is not debatable. The language of 
the law is not subject to any alter- 
native interpretation.

The Seventh 


Dominion. 


In his book on Palestine, Colonel 
Wedgewood invites the British public 
to think of that country as a future 
dominion. His title book is quicken- 
ed by a generous indignation against 
anti-Semitism and he urges that of 
all Christian peoples the English, bred 
as they are in the Old Testament tra- 
dition, are best qualified to sympathize 
with Jews. The argument considers 
the Jews rather than the empire, 
though the strategic advantages of 
Palestine are touched upon, and is in 
the main a protest against the pres- 
ent administration on the ground that 
it is conducted in the interests of the 
Arabs. The Jews, it is contended, 
are left to themselves. They finauce 
their own development, cultural and

«material, so that Tel-Aviv is really a 


tiny independent republic. The ad- 
ministration’s anxiety to protect the 
Arab has made it difficult for Jews 
to acquire land and has hampered the 
essential work of drainage. Much of 
this arfxiety Colonel Wedgewood con- 
siders misplaced, for the fellahin and 
the town workers have benefited by 
the Jewish immigration which has 
widened the local market and raised 
the Arab standard of life. Opposition 
comes, however, from the old govern- 
ing caste which is supported by well- 
meaning folk opposed to the vulgarisa- 
tion of the Holy Land. ‘ 


Sorcery. 


Superstitious beliefs and a primi- 
tive instinct of revenge were respon- 
sible in the small village of Calabria 
for a four-fold murder committed by a 
peasant named Antonio Battaglia. 
These crimes are possible only on ac- 
count of the fact that the inhabitants 
in many parts of Calabria, as well as 
in other parts of Italy, by ancient 
habit and tradition, consider that they 
have a right to take the law into their 
own hands, and have not yet learned 
to appeal to the police and magis- 
trates for the settlement of their dif- 
ferences. Battaglia had had a rather 
curious career. He had courted a 
young girl, but was about to abandon 
her when she herself, with revolver 
in hand, fired two shots at him and 
compelled him to marry her eight 
years ago. Battaglia seems to have 
brooded over it as an injustiee. He 
was confirmed in his belief by a local 
“strega,” or witch, as those women 
are still described, that he had been 
bewigched. He left his wife and went 
to America, but returned about six 
months ago when other people told 
him on the grounds of mere suspicion 
and further resort to the supernatural 
that his wife had been unfaithful to 
him. After brooding over his alleged 
misfortunes, he got up a few nights 
ago while his wife was asleep and shot 
her with a revolver. He then took a 
gun and went to the house of his 
brother-in-law nearby and killed him 
and his wife with his gun. Finally, 
he went to the house of a sister of 
his wife and also shot her dead. Then 
he took a sheet from a bed, wrapped 
himself up. in it and wandered about 
the fields like a ghost till morning, 
when he was taken into custody by 
the “Carabinieri” as a supposed Juna- 
tic and finally confessed his crimes, 
saying it was all on account of sor- 


cery.

Can you name a few modern 

American poets who are worth 

reading? I enjoy the Victorian 

poets immensely but do _ not 
know those of my own time and 
nation, 

Walt Whitman was the founder of 
the school of poetry in question, and 
in spite of his breaches of good taste, 
he brought it down to earth and iden- 
tified it with every subject of human 
interest. The process often soiled his 
output. But he has the outstanding 
merit of courage. Life for him was 
a splendid reality to be enthusiastic- 
ally accepted, not dodged. 

Richard Hovey and Bliss Carmen 
are also conspicuous for the natural- 
ization of poetry. William Vaughan 
Moody has written lines to be treas- 
ured, and Edwin Markham’s “The 
Man With the Hoe” needs no adver- 
tisement. The year 1913 is usually 
regarded as the Renaissance of Ameri- 
can poetry. During the intervening 
15 years singers of every sort have 
broken into verse. Their output is an 
exceedingly mixed quantity. 

Much of it is crude, outlandish, with 
eccentricity on the ramp and novelty 
for novelty’s sake. But now that the 
neurotie fiction which presumed the 
way to new poetry lay over the dead 
bodies of the past has died down, these 
characteristics are also on the wane. 
Creative functions have superseded 
banality and extravagance, and though. 
there is a searcity of open vision and 
the inevitable word, wistful longings 
for the satisfaction of life’s spirituali- 
ties underlying a domineering mate- 
rialism are often searchingly expressed. 

Other modern American poets are 
Robert Frost, Edna St. Vincent Mil- 
lay, Louis Untermeyer, Carl Sandburg, 
Amy Lowell, Vachel Lindsay, Joyce 
Kilmer and Edward Arlington Rob- 
inson, who represent different types 
and varying capacities. 

If you have to choose, take Robin- 
son. His poems on Erasmus and Lin- 
coln, and his “Tristram” are perma- 
nent eontributions to British and 
American ‘letters. Comtee Cullen, a 
recent graduate from New York uni- 
versity and a member of the negro 
race, has written beautiful and ar- 
resting lines upon Simon of Cyrene, 
the negro who helped Christ to carry 
His cross up Calvary. 


Dr. Morgan Phelps, Noyes, of Brook- 
lyn, in an able review of these poets 
comments on their numerous vagaries 
and failures to hit the center in in- 
terpreting life. But he also commends 
their eager search for truth, passion 
for reality, determination to find 
charm and loveliness in actual things 
or nowhere, burning social conscience 
and conviction that. life has reaches of 
meaning and of power yet unknown. 
In brief, they visualize the spirit of 


our age and show that many Ameri- 

cans: who often take an outward ir- 

religious pose are very far from being 

irreligious at heart.

Exhortations to follow the Master 
which ignore the full content and sig- 
nificance of His message deserve your 
criticism that they are “bloodless and 
unattractive.” There is the less rea- 
son for such poverty of interpretation 
because the printing presses of the 
various churches are working over- 
time grinding out material for effi- 
cient methods which ease the burdep 
of the world. 

Of course, sin’s rejection with heart- 
felt repentance is the beginning of a 
regenerated soul. But child problems

THE GRADUATION SPLURGE. 

When the cadets at Annapolis or 
West Point receive their commissions 
as officers in navy or army the rela- 
tives and friends in attendance al- 
ways give the last man, the man with 
the lowest standing in the graduating 
class, a great hand. They are felici- 
tating the lucky fellow for squeaking 
through. But how about the unlucky 
fellow next behind him, who just miss- 
ed a passing mark by a hair? Maybe 
he tried just as hard and maybe he 
was just as good a man and maybe he 
would have made a better officer than 
any of these luckier lads who have 
won the coveted. commissions. But he 
was out of luck. Luck is a decisive 
factor in all examinations, as it is in 
all poker games. 

It is all very well to make a cere- 
mony of the bestowal of degrees earn- 
ed by years of college or university 
study. It is fitting enough to set aside 
a day of celebration for the men and 
women who have won their way into 
their chosen profession. It is even 
commendable to mark the occasion of 
the youth’s successful completion of 
his high school course, if that is to be 
the end of his schooling for life. But 


splurge over a boy’s or girl’s promo- 


tion from elementary school to high 
school is an evil that should not be 
countenarced in America. It is a prac- 
tice imported from the peasant coun- 
tries of Europe, where it was an ex- 
traordinary distinction for a boy or 
girl to receive as many as seven or 
eight years of schooling. We should 
not permit these immigrants to set 
up their low standards of culture or 
education here, any more than we 
should. allow them to bring their low 
standards of living and their miser- 
able slave wage ideals to this demo- 
cratic land. 

When the grammar, grade, common 
school makes a ceremonious affair of 
the completion of the course, the ef- 
fect on the boy or girl and the parents 
and friends is bad all around. They 
run away with the feeling that the 
business of education is finished. This 
attitude scarcely favors the continua- 
tion of the youth’s schooling. Hasn't 
he already won distinction for intel- 
lectual accomplishment? What more 
could be gained from spending four 
years in another school? 

Even if the boy or girl is likely to 
continue in school after this ridicu- 
lous splurge of graduation from ele- 
mentary school, the effect of the cere- 
mony is to swell the little head and 
make the child think he or she is quite 
an important person. It is deplorable 
that school teachers of all people 
should encourage youth in putting on 
more bumptiousness. 

I appeal to intelligent parents who 
have children in grade school to dis- 
courage all efforts to make an occa- 
sion of the passing of the eighth 
grade examinations. It is quite enough 
to pat your son or daughter on the 
shoulder and show your pleasure 
when he or she passes any grade. 
It is bad enough to make a ceremony 
of graduation from high school. We 
shouid put our heel on this evil of 
celebrating graduation from the grade 
school if we love our children and our 
country.

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LIQUOR CLEANUP 


Toronto, Ontario, August 10.— 
(United News.)—A gigantic cleanup 
of Ontario border cities in which liq- 
uor stocks valued at millions of dol- 
lars were seized, was continued to- 
day by government agents.

Before this the 
weather has been unusually rough, 
and we have been bounced about in 
ways that make & novice flier nerv- 
ous, to say the least. 

Through a long bluish haze the 
great buildings of Manhattan rose a 
dozen miles away into towers tipped 
with gold by the early sun. 

For the first time, the instructor 
turned the controls over to me when 
we were only a few hundred feet up. 
I was able to climb and fly the plane 
about the country in big circles or 
figure-eights, turning it easily at times 
for a foray over some bay or lake 
that seemed attractive. It was the 
most fun I’ve had yet in a plane. 

Looking straight down through the 
clear air I could see tiny details of 
the country below distinctly gleam- 
ing in colers of a fresh, jewel-like 
brilliance. The vividness of detail 
and color from the height of half a 
mile is startling to anyone used to 
looking at distant objects across 
country through the haze of dust or 
smoke that always hangs about the 
earth. 

3,000 Feet Up. 

From nearly 3,000 feet up, I could 
see the sweep of blades of grass and 
the shining of puddles of water in 
the meadows. As the sun rose high- 
er, the sky grew bluer and delicate 
drifting clouds appeared. 

I was beginning to fly almost com-

“Hold your. controls lightly, but 
don’t interfere with me, and feel 
how I land the plane,” the instruc- 
tor said. 

As we lost speed for the landing, I 
could feel the controls being swished 
about widely and more quickly than 
when the plane is moving fast. This 
was because they are less effective at 
low speed with correspondingly low 
air pressure, 

We dropped to the ground so light- 
ly there was not feeling of touching it. 
We had made a perfect “three-point” 
landing; that is, the two landing 
wheels and the tail skid all touched 
the ground at the same time, so the 
strain of Janding was evenly dis- 
tributed. 

Tomorrow, the instructor has prom- 
ised to turn me loose and let me 
try anything I want to in the air. 


I expect to give him a few surprises 
and I may get one or two myself!

An“extensive territory 
back of Fort Pierce and surrounding 
the Lake Okeechobee district was in- 
undated, with families marooned and 
little direct news of Tuesday night’s 
storm. Rescue parties have entered. 

Estimates of the damage in Florida 
varied, but the citrus industry was 
known to have suffered heavily, es- 
pecially in St. Lucie county, where the 
Florida Citrus exchange estimated a 
90 per cent loss in grapefruit and 
20 per cent in oranges. Around Kis- 
simmee, inland some 50 miles from 
Fort Pierce, half the grapefruit was 
lost and oranges were damaged 20 
per cent. Other sections of the storm 
area reported citrus losses varying 
from 5 to 40 per cent. 

Deaths Unconfirmed. 

Reports from outlying districts that 
four or five persons had been killed 
remained unconfirmed, but nothing had 
been heard from a flying boat. which 
left Nassau, Bahamas, Wednesday for 
Miami with two men aboard. ittle 
hope was held for their safety, al- 
though aviators said the plane may 
have sought shelter on some isolated 
island.

| as an opponent of Congress- 
man Leslie J. Steele in the fifth con- 
sressional district, according to a 
ruling made Friday by G. E. Maddox, 
of Rome, chairman of the state demo- 
cratic executive commitee. Mr. Mad- 
dox ruled definitely that rule five of 
the state committee required that all 
candidates in the democratic primary 
be adherents of the democratic pri- 
mary in state and national politics. 
Asked the specific question as to Up- 
Shaw’s qualification Chairman Mad- 
dox stated that Upshaw is disqualified 
use of failure “to qualify with the 
letter and spirit of rule five.” 

The former congressman stated aft- 
er Chairman Maddox made his ruling 
that he had no statement to make. 

It is clear from Mr. Maddox's rul- 
ing and from a letter he wrote to 
David §S, Atkinson, chairman of the 
Chatham county democratic executive 
committee, that the state committee 
is not going to stand for any “monkey 
business” as far as the candidates are 
concerned, The candidates’ qualifica- 
tions are clearly outlined in rule five 
of the state committee, while the 

oters’ qualifications are outlined in 
rule two. In rule five it is expressly 
st ed in unambigious terms that each 
candidate “must be an adherent of the 
democratic party in state and nation- 
al politics.” 

To “Smoke Out” Candidates. 


Now comes Chairman Maddox’ rul- 
ing and it is expected to “smoke out” 
the candidates in state and county 
races who have been trying to blow 
hot and cold on the subject of the 
national ticket. 

As to the thought held by several 
candidates that they can run “shut- 
mouth races” unti] the September 12 
primary and then step out, after their 
nomination is assured, and stump the 
state or work actively against the na- 
tional nominees, these candidate; will 
find themselves in a serious predica- 
ment, according to the plans of the 
state*committee. It is entirely possi- 
ble for the state committee to meet 
and declare the nomination of such 
candidates void and to declare their 
opponent the nominee or to reopen 
the entries and hold another primary, 
in the opinion of some of the com- 
mittee members who have discussed 
the situation. 

Chairman Maddox made it plain in 
his letter to Mr. Atkinson that county 
democratic executive committees have 
full authority te declare forfeited the 
nomination of any candidate “who 
takes a position inconsistent with the 
requirements to qualify himself as a 
candidate.” \ 

To Support Hoover. 

In newspaper statements and _ in 
speeches, former Congressman Up- 
shaw has declared openly that he 
will support Hoover, the republican 
nominee for the presidency, and will 
fight the election. of Governor Al 
Smith, the democratic nominee. 

It also was learned Friday that 
other candidates besides Upshaw have 
“made promises” that they will fight 


the democratic nominee “after the pri- 
mary is safely out of the way.” It 
has developed, too, that some candi- 
dates for county offices, particulafly 
in several north Georgia countier 
which have heavy republican votes, 
have stated openly that they are run- 
ning for county offices in the primary, 
but will vote the national republican 
ticket. 

After receiving Mr. Maddox's Iet- 
ter, Mr. Atkinson told newspaper men 
that Chatham county would “follow 
the literal rules of the party.” He 
called attention to the fact, however, 
that in some counties the executive 
committee has allowed republicans to 
have their names pla as canii- 
dates on the democratic ticket. Mr 
Atkinson said these committees should 
be called to account by the state com- 
mittee and deciared that no person 
should be carried on the ticket as a 
democratic nominee who will not sup- 
port the democratic national ticket. 

dox Letter. 

Mr. Maddox’s letter to Mr. Atkin- 
son is as follaws: 

“As I eonstrue the rules, especial- 
ly in the light of the custom for 
many years, there is a wide differ- 
ence between rules 2 as to qualifica- 
tions of the voters in the primary. 
and rule 5 as to the qualifications of 
a candidate running in the primary. 
I agree ve®y thoroughly with your 
committee in its position that no 
person is qualified to become a can- 
didate in the primary election of Sep- 
tember 12, unless he bona fide de- 
clares that he is a valid member an 
adherent of the democratic party in 
both state and national politics. The 
rule is plan. The custom. of the 
party in the past, especially in state 
affairs, has been that every candidate 
must be qualified in accordance with 
this rule. 

“Whether or not a person nominat- 
ed at the former primary will be en- 
titled to be named as a democratic 
candidate in the general election and 
be listed on the democratic ticket, if 
he now repudiates the national demo- 
cratic ticket, raises a situation which, 
as far as I am informed, has never 
before arisen in this state, and which 
was not contemplated or covered by 
the rules adopted by the state commit- 
tee. Rule 5 provides that no person 
shall be deemed a candidate in the 
primary unless he is a valid member 
and adherent of the democratic party 
in both state and national politics. 
The primary at which the nominees 
for county officers were named is 
passed and the nominees no doubt de- 
clared. The question, therefore, re- 
solves itself into a question as to the 
right of the committee to declare that 
nomination forfeited. In view of the 
fact that a man cannot participate in 
the primary as a candidate unless he is 
an adherent of the party of both state 
and national politics, and is thus ask- 
ing for the honors of the party and 
a position of leadership in the party, 
it is contemplated that he should re- 
main a democrat; and it seems to me 
that if any nominee takes a position 
inconsistent with the requirements to 
qualify himself as a candidate in the 
party, that it would be within the pow- 
er of the county committee to declare 
his nomination forfeited. Ce 
cannot see how any man cah con- 
scientiously claim to be a nominee of 
a party and ask for the support of the 
party, when he himself refuses to 
recognize and support the nominees of 
the party on the national ticket. Such 
a position is so inconsistent and il- 
logical that I cannot see how any man 
can conscientiously place himself in 
such a position and if he does so, it 
seems to me that in justice to the 
party he should resign his nomina- 
tion, or if he fails to do so, that the 
committee could exercise its power as 
above indicated.”

Explaining that he and Malone 
were schoolmates at St. James Paro- 
chial school on the east side of New 
York, Smith told the newspapermen 
that his friend, an honor student at 
St. James, had qualified for West 
Point with a rating of “100 per cent 
for everything except deportment.” 

“Yes, I went to West Point,” Ma- 
lone told the reporters, “and Al went 
to where he is sow.” 

As the general bade goodbye, Smith 
remarked: “Good luck to you.” 

“Good luck to you, Al,” Malone 
replied with even more emphasis, 

“Come down to Washington after 
the fourth and I’ll give you a soft 
job,’”’ was Smith’s parting shot at his 
old time playmate, 

The nominee is due in Albany to- 
morrow several hours before his usual 
breakfast time, he plans to remain 
there over the week-end putting the 
finishing touches on his acceptance 
speech. He expects to listen in to- 
morrow evening at the executive man- 
sion to the address Herbert Hoover

SMITH’S EYES DIM 
AT BRENNAN RITES. 

Chicago, August 10.— (/) —Eyes 
dimmed with tears looked down upon 
the body of George E. Brennan today 
when Governor Alfred E. Smith said 
farewell to an old friend. 

For a lingering moment the nominee 
for the presidency stood beside the 
coffin of the man who had cham- 
pioned his cause before he turned. 
in silence, never to look at him again. 

Governor Smith was only a sorrow- 
ing friend today, from the time he ar- 
rived on the Twentieth Century Lim- 
ited at 10:20 a. m. until he returned 
to New York on the same train some 
three hours later. He had only one 
purpose in making the hurried trip to 
Chicago, and that was to attend the 
funeral of his ally. From the train he 
went direct to the residence of the 
former Illinois national committeeman 
on Sheridan road. Expressing his sym- 
pathy to the bereaved widow and fam- 
ily, Governor Smith lingered only to 
view the body. 

Going to Our Lady of Mt. Carmel 
church for the public services, Gov- 
ernor Smith sat solemnly for an hour 
as the requiem high mass of the Cath- 
olic church was celebrated. There was 
no glowing eulogy nor other tribute— 
Mr. Brennan’s own request. The gov- 
ernor occupied a pew near the altar. 
opposite the Brennan family. 

As the services ended the nominee 
for the presidency walked solemnly 
from the chapel and stood with bowed 
head as the body of his comrade was 
carried past him to its final resting 
place. 

Time prevented Governor Smith 
from accompanying the procession to 
the cemetery. He was whisked back 
to the station where the private car 
that brought him from New York 
was waiting to take him back.

C., recently for 
stealing a ride and was sentenced to 
serve a 60-day term on the chain gang. 

A railroad man who saw William- 
son and who saw published pictures 
of Booth reported the case to officers. 

“There is a very striking resem- 
blance between Williamson and the 
pictures of Booth, and I can under- 
stand how they might have been taken 
vont the same man,” Sheriff Thomas 
said. 


BRITISH SINGAPORE 
NAVAL BASE WORK 
HELD FOR TREATY 


London, August 10.—(/)—Tie 
weekly newspaper Modern Transport 
says it is understéod that the British 
government has postponed the award- 
ing of the contract for the nayal base 
at Singapore in the Pacific pending 
the signature of the Kellogg anti-war 
pact and the subsequent meetings at 
Geneva of the League of Nations coun- 
cil and assembly and the preparatory 
disarmament and security committees 
of the league. 

The great floating dock for the 
Singapore base is now en route there 
having passed through the Suez canal 
this week. 

Although a certain section of the 
British press continues to feature 
stories based upon the article in Mod- 
ern Transport, official quarters  de- 
clare that the original story is with- 
out foundation. 

The Transport Journal based its ar- 
ticles on a supposed postponement in 
awarding a contract for the Singapore 
dockyard, but official quarters say 
that this report was erroneous. It 
was pointed out that the huge float- 
ing dock for the Singapore base passed 
through the Suez canal this week on 
the way to Singapore, this fact being 
cited as evidence that there is no in- 
tention of: abandoning the base.

Washington, August 10.—(4)—The 
postoffice department today opened 
bids for carrying the mails on eight 
ocean routes under the recent mer- 
chant marine act designed to stimu- 
late building of American ships for 
this purpose. All but two of the 12 
bidders asked the maximum figure al- 
| lowed by law. 

Contracts to be awarded where bids 
are found suitable are for a period 
of ten years, performance to begin 
not more than three years after the 
contracts are let. 

On the New Orleans to Progreso 
route, James Thomas, New Orleans, 
bid $1.50, $2.35 and $3.75 for classes 
seven, six and five. . 

The Munson Steamship line, New 
York, bid the maximum rate. 

The route from Galveston to Santo 
Domingo City via Port-Au-Prince was 
bid for by Lykes Bros. Steamship 
company, New Orleans. . 

Class three vessels described in the 
specifications are those capable of 
maintaining an 18-knot speed, with 
a gross tonnage of not less than 12,- 
000 tons, the maximum rate of com- 
pensation being fixed at $8 per nau- 
tical mile. Class four requires a 16- 
knot speed, tonnage of 10,000 at $6 
per mile.

LATIN-AMERIGANS 
LH INDUSTRIES 


Williamstown, Mass., August 10.— 
(/)—Professor Harry T. Collings, 
University of Pennsylvania, leader of 


the round table of the institute of pol- 
itics on inter-American economic and 
commercial relations in the discussion 
today said Latin-American countries 
were obsessed with the world-wide 
rush to industrialism. 

Citing particularly Argentina, Bra- 
zil, Chile and Mexico, Professor Col- 
lings asserted that none of these coun- 
tries sses the raw materials or 
the natural adaptability to become in- 
dustrial. In spite of these handi- 
caps, they have launched into the un- 
economic policy of high protective tar- 
iffs, for the protection of industries 
which logically should not exist with- 
in their borders, or for the encour- 
agement of industries which never will 
be brought into a profitable existence. 

From a scientific viewpoint, Profes- 
son Collings maintained that coun- 
tries which by nature are endowed 
with argricultural advantages should 
develop these to the greatest extent, 
and leave to those nations supplied 
with the essential raw materials and 
scientific and temperamental skill, the 
industrial activities for which they 
are by nature fitted. 

Professor R. D. McKenzie, of Wash- 
ington university, in a round table 
discussion on population problems, 
said exclusion has put an end to free 
migration in the Pacifie and there is 
no likelihood of any widespread mix- 
ture of the white and Oriental races 
in the near future. 

“Exclusion barriers are being cre- 
ated everywhere for either economic 
or racial reasons,” he said. “All 
the white nations seem to have devel- 
oped a definite policy of exclusion of 
not only colored labor, but of colored 
residents in general. The only areas 
of free migration left in the Pacific 
basin are some of the islands of the 
South Seas, and the reason that no 
efforts have been made to prevent 
movement to these islands, like Borneo 
and New Guinea, is that there has 
been no considerable migration to 
those places as yet.”

WIFE KILLS GIRL 
SEATED WITH MATE 
ON RAILROAD TRAIN 


Somerset, Ky., August 10.—(>)— 
Mrs. Logan Perkins, 27, of Whitley 
City, wife of the McCreary county 
circuit clerk, was in jail facing a 
charge of murder here today as the 
result of her revenge on a woman 
whom she charged with breaking up 
her home. 


_ Shortly after midnight this morn- 
ing Mrs, Perkins walked down the 
aisle of a southbound Southern pas- 
senger train as it was passing Fer- 
suson, two miles south of here, stop- 
ped behind a seat where her husband 
was talking with Miss Pearl Owens, 
27, of Louisville, and fired twice, kill- 
ing Miss Owens instantly. 

While passengers in the day coach 
scrambled for safety, Conductor Dan 
Demeen snatched the pistol from Mrs. 
Perkins’ hand before she had an op- 
portunity to fire again, 

Mrs. Perkins refused to explain her 
action. She was placed under arrest 
and taken to a hospital here where 
it was said she was in a state of nerv- 
ous collapse. She will be arraigned 
at a preliminary hearing tomorrow. 

Perkins, who said he had boarded 
the train at Somerset and had taken 
a seat beside Miss Owens with whom 
he was acquainted, declared that his 
wife was jealous. He said -he had 
made no appointment to meet Miss 
Owens, 

It was said that Miss Owens, com- 
ing from Louisville, had changed 
trains at Danville, and that Mrs. Per- 
kins also had boarded the train 
there. 

H. M. Cline, Whitley city attor- 
ney, engaged to defend Perkins, 
said that she had declared her hus- 
band was away from home and that 
she was looking for him on the train.

WHITE ISAT WORK 


UN NEW RADIO BILL 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Special Dispatch to The Constitution and 
North American Newspaper Alliance.) 
(Copyright, 1928, by the North American 
Newspaper Alliance.) 
Washington, August 10.—Repeated 
rumors of a cable-radio merger in this 
country are given added credence by 
the fact that Representative Wallace 
White, chairman of the house commit- 
tee on marine and fisheries and one of 
the authors of radio law, is prepar- 
ing to write a bill containing new 
provisions which congress will be ask- 
ed to incorporate into the radio act. 
While Congressman White was re- 
luctant to discuss the subject during 
a hurried visit to the capital before 
returning to Maine, where a political 
campaign faces him, an inkling of his 
legislative intentions was _ gleaned 
when he said he was more concerned 
now with the long and short wave 

situation than with broadcasting. 

He said he thought the broadcasting 
problem was purely administrative in 
character and properly within the pur- 
pose of the newly created radio admin- 
istrative agency, the federal radio com- 
mission. He was not yet cOncerned, he 
said, with proposals to repeat’ the 
Davis equalization amendment or 
whether the radio commission should 
be continued or discontinued, although 
these are matters that will come up 
shortly after the short session of con- 
gress convenes next December. 

Congressman White saw the great- 
est problem of radio in the long waves, 
which are now used with giant power 
for transoceanic communication and 
in the short waves which can span 
great distances with low powers and 
are now being used in “beam” radio 
circuits that already engirdle the globe. 

Mr. White would not state whether 
he had discussed the merger subject 
with the great cable and radio inter- 
ests, whose anxiety to combine has 
become increasingly apparent since the 
imperial wireless and cable conference 
proposed the merger of all of the Brit- 
ish empire’s cable and radio facili- 
ties, whether privately or government 
owned. 

From Mr. White’s attitude, how- 
ever, and from public utterances of 
leaders in the American communica- 
tions field, it is evident that the issue 
that will be raised hefore congress 
during the forthcoming and succeed- 
ing sessions will be the fusion of Amer- 
ican cable-radio facilities in order to 
meet the competition of the new giant 
British unit. 

Section 17 of the radio act of 197, 
known as the White law, expressly 
forbids suck consolidations in this 
country. Neither cable nor tadio com- 
panies may acquire each others’ prop- 
erties under this section “if the pur- 
pose or effeet is to lessen competition 
or restrain commerce.” 

Competition would inevitably be re- 
duced if, as has been proposed, the 
giant international telephone and tele- 
graph company should absorb the Ra- 
dio Corporation of America. It would 
be reduced if the Western Union and 
the R. C. A. should combine. These 
are now the great competing Ameri- 
can units, 


VESUVIUS QUIETS 
DOWN; INCREASED 
QUAKES RECORDED 


Naples, Italy, August 10.—(#)— 
The general eruption of Vesuvius was 
diminishing tonight, although the small 
cone which has been the center of the 
disturbance for several days, was 
again active, explosively erupting and 
frequently throwing out smal! inean- 
descent cinders. The seismographs at 
the observatory on the mountain show- 
ed an increased movement of tlie 
earth. 

Professor Alessandro Malladra, head 
of the observatory on the slopes of 
Mount Vesuvius, descended into the 
crater of the volcano today despite 
the explosions and rumblings and 
emissions of Java, cinders and ashes 
which mark the mountain’s present 
activity. 

“There is no danger—so far,” said 
the professor, as he let himself down 
the slope. 

The volcano has become the mecca 
for thousands of tourists, many of 
them Americans.

Diet and Health |

The Diet for the Undernourished 


ild. 

Mrs. L.—The seed needs for the 
undernourished child must be suffi- 
cient not only to supply his growth 
and energy needs, but enough more 
to make him’ gain the weight he 
should have; so he has to eat more 
than the normal child, and that means 
some eating! He may have to have 
two and perhaps’ three times the 
amount of food that the normal child 
needs. 

I will give you an outline of the 
best foundation diet for any «hild 
(or adult) as I have it in my book on 
diet for children, 

Best Food Foundation for Each 


Day for Each Child. 
(Also best for each adult.) 
Part 1—Protective Foods 

1 1-2 pints of milk, at least. 

1 full cupful of vegetables (espe- 
cially the green leaf vegetables). Part 
of them raw. 

1 full cupful of fruit, part fresh if 
possible. 

1 to 2 ounces high protein foed 
(flesh foods, eggs, cheese). 

Part 2—Energy Foods. 

Cereals, including Avhole 
breads; rice, potatoes macaroni 
similar foods; simple desserts. , 

Fats in the form of butter, cream, 
egg yolks and nuts. 

You will, of course, give your child 
other foods besides these I have listed, 
but if he has part 1 as the minimum 
basis for every day, his needs for pro- 
tein, mineral elements and vitamins 
will largely be taken care of; and if 
the energy foods (part 2) are prop- 
erly chosen, we can be sure there will 
be a preponderance of the alkaline- 
ash foods in the diet. 

The amount of the energy foods 
the child needs will depend upon his 
age, activities, ete. Nemember that 
he is going to need a lot of good 
energy foods. However, a large share 
should come from the ones I have 
listed. If he has those in sufficient 
amounts as a basis, they will help 
supply the vitamins, minerals and 
proteins as well as furnish energy. 

Analyze your clild’s diet ang see 
if he is getting sufficient of the pro- 
tective foods. If not, increase these 
as well as his energy foods. However, 
this increasing must be done very 
gradually. Do not try to do it all 
at once. Egg yolks can be increased 
to two or. three a day. They can be 
beaten in the cream sauces: for the 
vegetables, or taken in eggnogs, cus- 
tards, etc. Egg yolks are rich in the 
vitamins, phosphorus, iron and fat; 
and they seldom disagree. @ 

Cod liver oil acts wonderfully in 
some cases. 

If he is an excess candy and ice 
cream and rich pastry eater, these, 
instead of being increased, must be 
decreased—and never allowed between 
meals. You can increase his milk, 
unless he is taking so much that he 
does not have sufficient appetite for 
the solid foods. Remember that he 
should have at least three glasses a 
day, so give him that amount in 
some form. Cook his cereals in milk, 
if necessary, 

Give him a mid-morning and mid- 
afternoon Junch—of orange juice pre- 
ferably—so that he won’t have to over- 
distend his stomach at meal times. No 
ten or coffee. No growing child 
should have them.

Today’s Golf Course. 


A well known amateur golf star 
writes in to say that, in his opinion, 
pivoting is an overrated institution. 

In a way this is true, when it is a 
matter of conscious pivoting. 

But there must be a turning of the 
body in the golf swing, just as there 
is in throwing a baseball. The ideal 
method, of course,-is to let the body 
turn with the hands and. club head, 
naturally and easily. As the hands 
start the clubhead back the body 
should be allowed to turn with the 
back swing. As the hands start the 
clubhead down the body should be al- 
lowed to come along with the swing. 

A stiffly held body will wreck any 
stroke. It is aH well enough to talk 
about a light grip or supple wrists, but 
there must also be body relaxation— 
at least enough to prevent the body 
turning into a wooden post or a steel 
girder. Ever try throwing a base- 
ball? Try the same body action in 
golf,

This 
is about as welcome an institutjon as 
a polecat at a lawn party, or a pro- 
hibition agent at Miss Guinan’s estab- 
lishment. Nothing ever looks the 
same ence an elimination tournament 
hits it. 

It would not be so bad if the pro- 
moters and the various boxing com- 
missioners would get together and 
agree that all bouts in connection with 
the elimination tournament be held in 
secret. I insist that this method 
would be for the best interests of the 
game, as the boys say. 

I have in mind a most humane and 
expeditious solution for the _ entire 
problem, always assuming that it is a. 
problem, and that there is a popular 
demand for a solution. But it hard- 
ly is worth while offering it because 
experience has taught me that the 
vested cauliflower authorities are not 
openminded to the very constructive 
suggestions I have made from time to 
time. 

My idea is suggested from the an- 
cient legend of James J. Jeffries and 
Jack Johnston. The story goes that 
the “Big Smoke,” hat in hand, sought 
out Jeffries with the request for a 
match. Mr. Jeffries gloweringly sug- 
gested that they proceed to the cellar, 
the door of which was to be locked 
after them, and the man who emerged 
under his own steam to be declared 
the winner. The idea never was car- 
ried out. 

The New York boxing commission, 
which has, or thinks that-it has, arbi- 
trary power over the cauliflowers of 
the world, could summon all the con- 
tenders, logical, nearly Jogical and 
not logical at all, before them. The 
men would then be led to Madison 
Square Garden, furnished with gloves 
and locked in the basement of Madison 
Square Garden. The doors and exits, 
of course, should be _ hermetically 
sealed. 

After a reasonable time—say three 
or four weeks—the _boxing commis- 
sioners could proceed to the basement. 
and after breaking the seals to the 
door, peer in and make a survey. If 
one of the contenders should be on his 
feet at the expiration of this period 
he could be named heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world. Of course if they 
all were found to be quite horizontal, 
then the post of heavyweight cham- 
pion should be declared permanently 
vacant. 

Of course some of the promoters 
may object to strict privacy in the 
elimination. But judging from what 
happened in the former heavyweight 
eliminations, the promoters may get 
privacy, as far as customers are con- 
cerned, whether they crave it or not. 


Mr. Rickard Carries On. 


As I get it now, Mr. Rickard has 
volunteered to take over the matter of 
heavyweight championship personally 
and intimates that the other prizefight 
promoters will have nothing to worry 
about. He will handle all of the con- 
tenders and will be only too glad to 
perform this service for the good of 
the sport and for the benefit of the 
six hundred milionaires of Madison 
Square Garden. 

Mr. Rickard is a very nice and 
obliging fellow, so thoughtful of 
everybody's interest, but it is ha«d 
to see just by what rule or precedent 
the matter of the heavyweight elimi- 
nation becomes the exclusive proper- 
ty of Mr. Rickard. Tiere are other 
promoters, Signor Umberto Fugazy, 
for instance, who has had more tab- 
loid pictures printed of himself than 
Lydia Pinkham. Also there is Mr. 
| James Mullen. who still is promoting 
‘in Chicago. Then we must not forget 
that Mr. Joe Mulvihill, the Mad Hat- 
ter of Danbury, Conn., still is a pro- 
moter and would be willing, if the 
veople called upon him, to have the 
heavyweirht problem settled at Dan- 
bury.

In Near Riot 
AtAmsterdam 


Row; British Follow Amer- 
icans With Uproar. 


Amsterdam, August 10.—(?)—The 
fighting spirit of the ringside: fans 
at the Olympic boxing events tonight 
made the action in the ring in the 
semi-final bouts look like second rate 
performances. Not since the Olym- 
pies started have such scenes been 
witnessed in the Olympic fighting pa- 
vilion. 

The uproar started when John L. 
Daley, of Waltham, Mass., American 
bantamweight entry, was declared the 
loser in a bout with Isaacs, of South 
Africa, to the great amazement of the 
boxing fans. Led by Charles Orn- 
stein, of Baltimore, manager of the 
American lacrosse team, the United 
States fans on the sidelines booed, 
hissed, yelled and screamed. Even 
General MacArthur, president of the 
Olympic committee, rose excitedly 
from his seat at the apparent injus- 
tice of the decision. The American 
rooters rushed into the aisles and 
tried to crowd up to the ring and’ for 
a while it looked as if there would be 
a free-for-all between the Dutch po- 
lice, who were called in to quell the 
disturbance, and the Americans. 

Second Uprising. 

Meanwhile the judges reversed the 
decision, announced that they had 
made a mistake. This sent the Brit- 
ish fans and others who favored the 
South African into a counter dem- 
onstration. 

Daley clearly defeated Isaacs in all 
three rounds, driving him all over the 
ring with hard right and left hooks 
to the head. The South Afriean de- 
livered most of his blows with open 
glove and was unable to Jand effec- 
tively. 

The British counter demonstration 
had hardly died down when another 
American—Stephen Holaiko, Auburn. 
N. Y., lightweight, entered the ring 
for another bout which stirred up ex- 
citement. Holaiko's defeat of Berg- 
gren, of Sweden, brought the Seandi- 
navian fans to their feet, hissing 
and booing, but the decision stood. 
Several battles in the audience be- 
tween Swedish and American ad- 
herents were barely averted. 

Berggren put up a game battle 
against Holaiko in this bout, making 
a gallant stand in the final round 
after the American had gained a wide 
margin in the first two. The Swed- 
ish boxer managed to drive the Ameri- 
ean to the ropes, but was not scoring 
cleanly. 

The third American who reached 
the semi-finals got into action before 
the excitement started and lost a close 
decision without any protest. Harry 
Devine, Worcester, Mass., feather- 
weight, was defeated by Vanklavaren, 
of Holland. The Dutch boxer hit 
harder and oftener, winning the first 
and third rounds. The second frame 
was called a draw when Devine floor- 
ed his opponent with a left to the 
jaw, but: could not keep him down. 


A Bloody Battle. 


After the two American victories, 
the audience remained on the qui 
vive for the rest of the evening and 
got plenty of opportunities to cheer 
in the all-Scandanavian battle _ be- 
tween Ramm, of Sweden, and Sors- 
dal, or Norway, heavyweight. Al- 
though bleeding profusely from a blow 
over the eye received in the first 
round, Ramm fought back gamely and 
won the decision,

New York, August 10—(4)—Trading 
in today’s stock market was unsettled 
by the marking up of the call money 
rate to 8 per cent, an increase in bank- 
ers’ acceptance bids of 61-2 per cent 
for time money and a break of more 
than 4 cents a bushel in wheat futures. 
With a few conspicuous exceptions 
final quotations were generally lower, 
with numerous declines of 2 to 4 
points, 

Chrysler was the outstanding fea- 
ture, soaring 93-4 points, to a new 
high record at 943-4 on a total turn- 
over of nearly half a million shares, 
or approximately one-fourth of the 
day's entire volume of business. Dodge 
Bros. issues, which are now converti- 
ble into Chrysler stock, recorded corre- 
sponding gains, the preferred jumping 
to 95 1-2, also a new top. Heavy buy- 
ing of this issue for the account of 
interests previously active in General 
Motors was reperted in Wall street, 
although widely circulated rumors that 
John J. Raskob would join the Chrys- 
ler organization after elections were 
officially denied. General Motors ran 
into heavy selling, closing 17-8 points 
lower at 1831-2 after having dipped 
to 181 1-4, 


Heavy Calling of Loans. 


Call money renewal at 7 per cent, 
advanced to 71-2 and thence to 8 as 
bunks called $25,000,000 in loans to 
strengthen their position at the fed- 
eral reserve bank. This tended to 
dampen the bullish enthusiasm cre- 
ated by the retention of the 5 per cent 
rediscount rate by the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve bank, and the relatively 
small increase in brokers’ loans last 
week. Considerable mystery was cre- 
ated by the report that the federal] re- 


$3,125,000 in gold at the Bank of Eng- 
mae While this was characterized 
a “drop in the bucket” in view of 
the pve of more than $500.000,000 
of the yellow metal since last Septem- 
ber, hope was held out in some quar- 
ters that it signalled the possible re- 
versal of the gold movement. 
Time money was officially quoted at 
a flat 61-4 per cent basis, although 
bids of 6 1-2 are reported to have been 
made by several brokers for time funds. 
Bankers’ acceptance rates on 150 and 
180 day bills were marked up to 51-4 
per cent, bid. This unusual mid-sum- 
mer stringency of credit has aroused 
widespread criticism of federal reserve 
policy in financial publications, and 
brokerage circles. 


Few Venturesome Pools. 


A few venturesome pools followed 
the lead of the Chrysler sponsors in 
pushing their stocks to new high 
ground. Eaton Axle, Montgomery 
Ward, Sears-Roebuck, United Biscuit, 
Grand Stores preferred and St. Louis 
Southwestern were among the issues 
to attain new top prices for the year, 
or longer. 

Amusement shares, which turned re- 
actionary yesterday on an official de- 
nial of some of the rumors in cireu- 
lation, received better support today, 
Warner Bros. “A” closing 3 1-4 points 
higher and Paramount Famous Lasky 
2 points. United States Steel common 
closed more than a point higher on 
the announcement of a drop of 66,082 
tons in unfilled orders, as compared 
with earlier estimates of a decline of 
100,000 tons. 

Selling pressure was particularly ef- 
fective against Allied Chemical, Amer- 
ican Tobacco “B,” City Stores “3B,” 
Commonwealth Power, and Union Car- 
bide, all off 2 points or more, and the 
Fisk Rubber issues, which touched new 
low levels for the year. 

Cotton rallied $1.50 to nearly $2.50 
a bale on indications of a temporarily 
over-sold position. The decline in 
wheat was based on the publication 
of a bearish government crop report, 
indicating a yield about 30,000,000 
bushels above private estimates.

One of the reports, Rankin said, 
was marked “skeleton” and gave the 
estimated condition of 57.9 per cent 
of normal, while the other estimated 
the condition at 67.9. Both gave°the 
estimated number of bales at 14,291,- 
000, the statement declared, but Ran- 
kin said the “skeleton” report evident- 
ly went out first. 

Cites Disaster. 

“I am wiring the department of 
justice at Washington and urging an 
investigation of these two reports 
which have brought such disaster to 
the cotton market,” Rankin said. 

The statement of Mr. Rankin, who 
was a member of the cotton investi- 
gating committee of the house at the 
last session of congress, said: 

“The misconduct of the crop report- 
ing board of the department of agri- 
culture in Washington has again 
reaped its harvest of disaster and the 
world is wondering how it happened. 
The facts are that the crop reporting 
board published two reports. One of 
them they marked ‘skeleton.’ It gave 
the estimated crop condition at 57.5 
per cent of normal on August 1, with 
an estimated yield of 14,291,000 bales. 
I have a copy of that report in my 
hands at this moment. 

“They also gave out a statement 
on the same date, a copy of which I 
also hold in my hands, showing an 
estimated cotton crop condition of 
67.9 of normal on August 1, with an 
indicated yield of 14,291,000 bales. 

Both Reports Published. — 
“Both of these reports showing & 
10 per cent discrepancy in the esti- 
mated condition were published and 
passed out by the crop_ reporting 
board, 

“No wonder the public has lost con- 
fidenee in the department of agricul- 
ture at Washington in its handling of 
the cotton crop situation, especially 
since Secretary Jardine not only re- 
fused to remove members of the bu- 
reau of agricuJtural economics who 
were responsible for last year’s disas- 
ter but promoted one of them to the 
chairmanship of that bureau with his 
compliments.

WALL STREET JOURNAL. 
New York, Atgust 10.—Announcement 
from Londen that the federal reserve bank 


of New York had purchased approximately 
$3,125,000 gold from the Bank of England.

But its acquisi- 
tion was an important factor in strengthen- 
ing confidence regarding cretlit prospects, 
It was contended that if the board did 
not lift pressure from the money market it 
was bound to have a retarding effect on 
fall business expansion. Consequently the 
news that gold had been bought in England 
was recevied with relief in financial circles. 
Even the addition of the small amount 
just purchased would make available from 
$80,000,000 to $100,000,000. credit depending 
upon whether the banks extended it in the 
form of demand or time aceommodations. If 
gold is to be bought in sizeable amounts as 
is suggested by the continued decline in 
sterling, the whole aspect of the credit 
situation in this country would be greatly 
improved. 


EVENING SUN. 


New York, August 10.—Politics and tight 
money today somewhat upset the calculations 
of the bull crowd on the stock exchange. 
Relieved of suspense over the bank rate 
which was left at 5 per cent by the direc- 
tors of the federal reserve bank yesterday, 
they started the market off with a rush 
which carried prices up 1 to 5 points on the 
opening. Shorts were stampeded into cover- 
ing freely. 

Dealings in motor shares were the features 
of the trading. The selling of General Mo- 
tors which was popularly ascribed to politi- 
cal developments was partly offset by heavy 
buying of Chrysler which advanced it about 
2 points to a new high record. Together 
those two issues accounted for about one- 
fourth of the total volume of trade. 

Montgomery-Ward, Sears, Dodge and Unit- 
ed Biscuit sold at new high prices, United 
States Steel common was quite steady all 
day.

Credit Situation Again Proves 
Important Factor in New York 
Stock and Bond Trading; Ear- 
ly Gains Are Wiped Out By 
Increases in Rates on Time 
and Call Money. 


oe May 


New York, August 10.—Money was 
again the most important factor in the 
stock market. Prices of stocks were 
higher at the opening, speculative Wall 
street putting a favorable construction 
on the small weekly increase of $14,- 
000,000 in brokers’ loans, the refusal 
of the General Motors directors to ac- 
cept the resignation of Chairman Du- 
Pont, the increase to 69.5 in the re- 
serve ratio of the federal reserve sys- 
tem against 68.6 a week ago, the drop 
of $24,000,000 the past week in the 
borrowings of the member banks from 
the federal reserve. 


Early gains in_ stocks, however, 
were lost when call money opening 
at 7 per cent advanced tu 7 1-2 with 
the banks calling $25,000,000 to noon. 
There was a recovery on the cables 
from London that the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve bank had purchased $3,- 
100,000 gold there. This recovery did 
not run far for shortly afterward call 
money adyanced,to 8 per cent. Stock 
brokers after time money, unable to 
get what they wanted at 6 1-4, bid 
6 1-2 for all periods, with offerings 
continuing small. 

For the last few days rumors have 
been circulated in banking circles that 
we might import gold from London 
as a result of the continued decline in 
sterling. Two theories were advanced 
today for the $3,100,000 gold pur- 
chased in England by the federal re- 
serve bank here but held as earmark- 
ed gold by the Bank of England with 
the New York Federal Reserve bank 
not intending to bring the gold here 
at the present time. One theory was 
that the New York Federal Reserve 
bank had purchased the $3,100,000 
gold in London to help support ster- 
ling; the other was that gold had 
been purchased by the reserve bank 
to prevent a resumption of gold im- 
ports by this country. The theory last 
named was the one held by most in- 
ternational bankers. 

In May of last year the Federal 
Reserve bank of New York purchased 
$62,000,000 gold in London having 
it earmarked and held at London, but 
not counted in reserve here. Up to 
that time there had been a steady 
flow of gold to this country carrying 
our gold holdings to the high record 
of $4,600,000,000, thus greatly expan- 
ing the base of credit in this coun- 
try. Within a few weeks after the 
$62,000,000 gold earmarked and held 
at London appeared in the weekly fed- 
eral reserve statements the amount so 
held gradually began to drop until the 
item disappeared entirely in the week- 
ly statement. 

Shortly afterwards there was a con- 
ference held here between promment 
officials of European central banks, 
Governor Strong, of the New York 
Federal Reserve bank, and members. 
of the federal reserve board at Wasbh- 
ington at which gold imports by 
United States not only stopped, but 
the unprecedented outflow of gold 
from this country started. 

This past Tuesday Governor Strong, 
of the New York Federal Reserve 
bank, returned to this country after 
a long visit abroad.

gold than is good for us, as is shown 
in inflated brokers’ loans.
